When H:aven had (mil'd'upon this ſtupendious Actempr, and had beyond the uſual

by King Jamnts's Order, amounts to no more than four Milfon of pounds Sterling : If 
any doubr of the Truth of this, I refer them to rhe Li and Account, taken of the 1- 
15ſh Protefiants by the Commiſſioners appointed by the King for thar effect, Nelther 
js there, ar preſent, one ſingle Proteſtant within that Kingdom, that can ratlonally' 
zflure himfelf of one moments poſſeſſion of what the Brbarous 1:;fþ has left them yer. 
undeſtroyed. Who knows rot, That upon weighty Reaſons, the Wiſdom of the Kings 
of England thought Ir very dangerous to cruſt the Natives of Ireland with Arms, know- 
log from meny feneft Expertences, they were a people impatienr of che Engliſh Toke, 
and ready to accepr #ll occefions to throw it off -Bur King Zemes treads quite anather 
path; In ſtead of dif-ermiog theſe his darling Wild Iriſh, they are the ooly pzop'e he 
can truft,, as knowing their furtous Zeal ro his Religion, and their Heredirary hatred 
to the Engiih Nation, renders them fir Inſtruments to execute the deſigns concert: d 
berwixc him and his intimare Allle, the French King : And which, to capacitate them

tw-en them and the Nirives. This Is indeed the Magna Charte of the Proteſtants of 
Ireland, and the true Befis of thelc Liberties and Properties 3 upon the taking away cf 
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which, the Superſtruure muft rumble LS KT Now King 7ames's Care of the 


Proteſtants is of ſo high a nature, rhat jn his firſt $peech ro his. Moth parizament, conr 
ſifting ail of Papifs (cxcepr about five or fix) May 7. heaiurcs them, He world cons 
ſent to rhe enatting ſuch Laws as might relieve them of the Ati of Settlement. Aad 
May io. we find jt moved in the Hauſe yz That nothing conla be mort advantageous to 
the King and Countrey, than to defiroy the horrid barbarous att of Settlement, and who- 
ſoever ſhall allxdge the contrary, ſhail be deem d an Enemy to both. Thcrcatier we find 
it cov'd by one of the Worthy Members of that Yarllamcn!t, That the AR. of Setrle- 
ment ſhould be publickly burnt by the Commou Hangman. Behold the. trapſcendenr
